Santa Barbara County Supervisors 
voted to have the county participate 
on a trial basis in the $137,000 
"pilot’’ 
program 
of

Board hands dual setbacks to foes 
of Santa Ynez subdivisions

County Reportei 
Santa B arbara County supervisors by identical 3-2 
votes Monday dealt a double-barreled setback to Santa 
Ynez Valley groups asking for a respite from 
subdivision and lot split approvals which they said 
threaten to bring development to agricultural lands 
belore a county G eneral Plan can be implemented. 
The supervisors took these actions: 
— Rejected a motion by Supervisor Jam es M. Slater 
to have decision-making agencies of the county 
consider the Santa Ynez Valley Citizens General Plan 
Com m ittee 
request 
for 
postponement 
of 
such 
developments on valley agricultural pends in arriving 
at decisions at this time. 
— Approved a policy statem ent in which a specific 
plan tor Fillm ore Condit s proposed Rainbow Ranch 
ranchette subdivision in agricultural lands east of Los 
Olivos would be no more specific than the tentative 
map already approved 3-2 by the supervisors. The 
specif ic plan is required because the project has been 
determ ined to be a state land project exceeding 50 lots 
in a sparsely inhabited area. 
Board chairm an Charles F. Catterlin, who is 
contesting with Assemblyman W. Don M acGillivray 
for the vacant state senate republican nomination in 
June, sided with Supervisors Francis H. Beattie and 
Curtis Tunnell in both m atters, while Slater, the Third 
D istrict representative and Supervisor Frank Frost 
found them selves outvoted. 
Willy Cham berlin, of Los Olivos, chairm an of the 
citizens advisory group, explained the findings cover 
agriculturally zoned land in the valley and some 
residential lands now used tor agriculture. 
The object of the com m ittee s findings, he said, is 
“ to preserve agricultural 
land 
in the valley,” 
especially the flat lands. “ Different zonmgs have been 
suggested” on some properties, he added, intimating 
that this might involve some residentially zoned land 
used for agriculture. 
“ You asked us to m ake such a report, and you 
evidently were concerned,” he told the supervisors. 
“ We have taken a look and have presented our 
findings. We are only 
asking that the County 
Subdivision Com m ittee look at them before it makes 
decisions.” 


A. Diblee I’oett supported the advisory group s 
request, as did Robert Hibbitts, a Lompoc1 Valley 
farm er who said his valley also faced problems from 
proposed urban development ol farm lands in the 
vicinity of the La P unsim a Mission. 
It seems as though everybody in the county favors 
retaining agricultural land, but when it comes to a 
decision, it is to phase out agriculture, said Hibbitts. 
County Citizens Planning Assn. chairm an Robert 
Cottam urged the county not to “ dilute" the General 
Plan 
by 
cutting 
up 
tarm 
lands 
before 
it 
is 
implemented. 
But a number of Santa Ynez Valley business figures 
drew cheers, one after another, from a valley 
contingent of some 50 persons, when they opposed the 
advisory group s statem ent. 
Daryl Nielsen, Solvang businessman, castigated 
“ these crisis hearings," and said housing perm its 
were few in number in the valley in recent months. 
Nielsen and those following voiced bitter objections 
to what they interpreted as a “ building m oratorium 
involving the valley or a greater part ot it. 
Santa Ynez realtor Tom Bohlinger warned ot a 
“ serious economic impact 
of a “ m oratorium , 
and 
said the valley com m ittee membership should be 
broadened to include more points of view. 
This was also dwelt on by Nielsen and Mrs. John 
Severson, who is on the board ot the Friends of Santa 
B arbara County.

persons with conservative views had declined to sit on 
the com m ittee when nam ed.)

Co. will finance the venture 
and will be aided by two 
trash-collecting firms, the 
Sunset Scavenger Co. and 
the Golden Gate Disposal 
Co. 
Methane gas is a natural 
product of the bacterial 
decomposition of organic 
waste. When the waste is 
subjected 
to 
heat 
and 
pressure with the absence of 
oxygen, a liquid resembling 
crude oil is produced. 
It oil could be produced, 
Alioto said, it would be used 
in plant boilers. If methane 
gas is the best product, it 
w o u l d 
be 
u s e d 
to 
supplement the natural gas 
supply. 
Details of the technical 
aspects and the cost were 
not announced because they

“Our main goal was to keep Tulsa

said. “ I do like escargot, but I just eat 
them once a year, here.’’ 
Contest coordinator Maudeen Marks 
explained the affair this way: 
“The

authority displayed in consuming the 
escargot that elicit the most favor with 
the judges.’’

High winds and heavy seas cut short what began as an 
excellent salmon fishing week last week out of Port San 
Luis The tally from a week ago last Sunday to the following 
Thursday showed 77 boats out and 385 salmon caught, 300 of 
them on the first day of the tally. 
But the weather turned Wednesday, as two boats brought 
in a total of five salmon. 
Silver salmon are still scarce, though a few were taken 
one day on the “ABC,” out of Avila. 
Port San Luis Sportsfishing has been doing well on 
bottom fish and salmon During Easter week (April 9-11), 
San Luis’ Skip Sato will offer a father-son (or daughter) 
special. The youngster, high school age or younger, with an 
adult, can go along free. Boat leaves the dock at 7 a.m. all 
three days for a full day of rock fishing, probably around 
the Purisima or Point Sal areas. Fare is $14 for the trip. -

EXPERIMENT 
Can silver salmon from Northern California adapt to the 
waters of Magu Lagoon? The Department of Fish and 
Game (DFG) plans to find out next month by placing 200 
one year-old silvers in floating cages in the lagoon. In 
another experiment, the DFG has stocked 2,500 striped 
bass in Newport Harbor. 
If the salmon experiment is successful, the next step 
would be to stock larger numbers of yearling-size fish in the 
lagoon over a three-year period to see if enough will survive 
to improve sportfishing in the ocean. Local sportsfishing 
clubs might want to contact the DFG in regards to the 
possibility of trying out the experiment in local lagoons, as 
the DFG seems to be creeping north with the experiment. 
FRESHWATER FISHING 
In spite of poor weather, Lopez Lake has been one of the 
best bets for large trout, taken trolling, and also lots of 
large crappie. Bass on the slow side. Cachuma and Casitas 
Lakes are having fair to good action on trolling for trout, 
with several limits taken daily. 
Nacimiento Lake reports that white bass are now hitting 
in most any spot, but black bass are on the quiet side, with 
many small fish being taken. 
Anglers who fish the Salton Sea will be glad to learn that, 
in spite of the water’s increasing salinity, corvina are 
continuing to spawn. A biologist at the Sea adds, however, 
that if the salinity jumps to 40,000 parts per million, the 
fishery will be in serious danger. In order to preserve the 
fishery, the DFG is constructing a reef composed of old 
auto tires fastened together and sunk close to shore at the 
State Park Beach The Boy Scouts are assisting on the 
project. 
If the new type of reef is successful, the DFG will install 
them at Salt Creek, Bombay Beach and other popular 
fishing spots. 
It appears that old houses now underwater in the Salton 
Sea furnish an ideal home for fish. Unfortunately, the 
corvina are getting smart. When hooked, they now swim 
through a doorway, sawing off the line on the door frame. 
Sad but true!

Besides, he adds, the majority of the spectators 
don’t know the rules. 
“A big problem, especially in football, is that a 
guy might see his kid play on Friday night in a high 
school game, go to a college game on Saturday, and 
watch a professional game Sunday on TV and each 
game is played by different rules, but most 
spectators don’t know this. 
Another fact that most spectators don’t know is 
that officials are required to continuously attend 
classes and clinics and study rules. 
According to Froehlich, who officiates high 
school and college games (football, basketball, and 
baseball), officials spend their Thursday nights in a 
classroom at Hancock College during each season. 
Discussed 
are 
rules, 
mechanics 
(officials 
positions on field and court), and game situations; 
and rule tests are given weekly. 
Even before a season starts, officials must 
appear for work sessions. In addition, a clinic is 
held on each sport before a season opens. 
“This is where you run your can off for four hours 
on a court, and guys watch and evaluate you,” 
described Froehlich. 
Too, new officials spend time daily reading rule 
books. Froehlich keeps his rule book on his bed’s 
headboard, pulling it down a couple times a week to 
read. And he has teen officiating for over 15 years. 
But even after an official passes his yearly 
qualifying test (in each sport he officiates in), still 
there is no guarantee that Commissioner Don 
Wilson is going to bestow an assignment on him. 
Throughout last season, how well was that official 
rated by coaches, “designated observers, 
and 
head refs? 
This is providing, of course, the official was 
allowed to officiate last season. New officials at 
one time had to wait years before getting an 
assignment. 
When Froehlich came to Lompoc in 1963, he was 
in the Northern Channel Coast Officials Association 
two years before he got his first high school 
assignment, and six years before he got a high 
school varsity game assignment. 
It took seven years of officiating high school 
before he was assigned to officiate any type of 
college game. 
However, 
times 
and 
commissioners 
have 
changed. Now new officials usually procure an 
assignment or two (freshman and junior varsity 
games) during their first season. It won’t be a 
crisis game, you can bet. 
Bet also that even highly-rated 25-year hardened 
veteran officials sometimes make bad calls. 
Twenty-five-year baseball official and 12-year 
football and basketball official Gene Bolts of 
Lompoc was asked if he ever makes erroneous 
calls. 
He began with a laugh and said, “Don’t make me 
recall, you’ll be writing all night. 
Because humans err and emotions flare, officials 
have adopted two vital traits to insure self- 
preservation. One is to make firm decisions. 
Coach-official Rubcic knows, “If indecision is 
involved in a call, spectators and coaches will try 
to intimidate the official.” 


The other irait, pointed out Froehlich, is 
consistency. If an official is going to call a game 
tight, he must call it tight throughout the game. 
And why do officials expose themselves to 
unrelenting criticism, knowing that any call - 
good or bad - will displease a goodly number of 
players, coaches, and spectators ? Certainly not for 
the pay; $19 for a high school baseball game and $28 
for a college basketball game. 
Bolts says he loves sports and is interested in 
young people. 
“I do it because I enjoy it,” stated Froehlich. 
“Also, especially in high school, I think 1 can do a 
good job to make the kids play a tetter game and 
make them tetter themselves .” 
Are officials appreciated? Miraculously, they say 
yes. Miraculously.

Library facility 


The Lompoc Library board of trustees 
have come up with what we consider to be 
an excellent proposal for a branch library 
facility in Vandenberg Village to serve the 
needs of the Village and Mission Hills. 
The local library board receives a per 
capita fund from the County board of 
supervisors to provide library services to 
those 
in 
the 
unincorporated 
area. 
Suggestions were made that the funding 
should be used for the purchase of a 
bookmobile operation to serve the area. 
Consideration was given to this type of 
operation. 
However, 
it was felt that 
bookmobiles do have liabilities. The stock 
of a bookmobile is limited. Patrons must

be constantly informed as to the location 
of the bookmobile in order to be served. 
Costs of maintenance of a bookmobile are 
not retrievable. 
On the other hand, a permanent facility 
will allow greater selection and easier 
communication 
with other 
permanent 
facilities, increase in value over the years 
and cost less to operate. 
We do agree, however, that if such a 
permanent facility is a reality in the 
Village area, Lompoc taxpayers must be 
assured 
that 
its 
operational 
and 
maintenance 
costs 
be 
borne entirely 
through County 
agreements with our 
library board and not through city taxes. 


The day's bag 


DURBAN — It is unappreciated 
just how free the press is in South 
Africa. And one cannot imagine a 
better case being made for a free 
press than by citing the South 
African example. Consider, from a 
single edition of the Durban Daily 
News:

Hotel.”

A m erican 
journalist and his 
wife were traveling 
here. 
When

happens, the gov­ 
ernment advises the 
restaurants and ho­ 
tels on the itinerary 
ol the event, and the 
rules 
of 
social 
segregation are sus­ 
pended. 
On 
this 
occasion apparently 
the news was 
not thoroughly communicated, and a 
bartender refused, on the grounds 
that his client was black, to sell him 
a drink; whereupon the American 
checked out. 


I like to think that if I were an 
American black I would either 
ret use to go to South Africa; or. if I 
did, that I would patronize 
only 
those places open to black South 
Africans. Be that as it may, it is 
thoroughly 
refreshing 
that 
this 
should be front-page news. 
My hosts here (who are white) 
have been deeply embarrassed by 
the episode, and one can’t help but 
assume that an accumulation of 
such incidents lead to — reform. 
And 
— 
always 
— 
impatient 
Americans should bear in mind that 
only ten years ago, in the American 
south, there was the same sort of 
thing. Why should we, the most 
advanced country in the world, with 
a minority black population of only 
about 10 per cent, expect South 
Africa to progress, with a black 
racial population of 75 per cent, 
faster than we did? We were 30 
years behind England in abolishing 
slavery. Why should we expect that

It is nightmarish, but it needs to 
be said again and again: there is 
motion in South Africa, it is in the 
right direction, and international 
impatience is something that needs 
fine tuning. It is one thing for black 
American journalists to raise hell, 
which is healthy. Something else to 
go to boycotts, let alone aid for the 
terrorists. 


After 
sitting 
through 
Ray 
Bradbury’s vou-can- do - it - see - 
what-I-did lecture at Allan Hancock 
College last week, I drove back to 
Lompoc conlident that my younger 
brother is going to make it. 
My brother Victor is not another 
Ray Bradbury - “The greatest living 
science fiction w riter” - nor does 
my 
brothers 
history 
resemble 
Bradbury’s, 
certainly 
not 
the 
adolescent years. 


People packed into Hancock’s 
student cafeteria to hear the author 
of “The Martian Chronicles” and 
“The Illustrated Man” recall his 
early tears ana insane fantasies. 
The audience came misinformed 
that he was going to speak on “The 
Challenge of the Space Age” or 
some 
such 
pretentious 
subject. 
Instead, he talked on the challenge 
of doing what you love. 


One 
might 
think 
that 
Ray 
Bradbury was a man to emulate at 
any time, but when he was a high 
school student in Los Angeles other 
kids laughed at him because he read 
science fiction magazines. They 
called him Buck Rogers and Flash 
Gordon. 
Bradbury painted a pathetic and 
laughable picture of himself as an 
adolescent. He got flustered around 
girls. He was afraid of the dark and 
speaking in public. 
A clod at sports, he swallowed the 
swimming pool, chopped wood at 
bat, and dropped every ball that was 
thrown at him. 


Maybe to escape, he spent much 
time in book stores and movie 
theaters, conjuring fantasies as 
fleeting satisfactions, he loved the 
film "King Kong” and wanted to 
marry King Kong and run away with 
him; he wanted to be the world’s 
greatest 
magician 
as 
well 
as 
something of a poet. 
So Bradbury made his confessions 
to the Hancock audience and they 
loved his sins and him for exposing 
them. Hell, it’s wonderful to hear 
someone can be so crazy yet become 
so successful. He lends hope to 
others. 
Bradbury’s moral for the night 
was that a person should do what he 
really loves to do, as silly as it might 
hit others. That is the secret of his 
success. 
Once he nearly gave up his science 
fiction interests. Then he asked 
himself, “ Why should I give up what 
1 love just because of what others 
say?” 


The rest, as they say, is history. 
Now people come out of their warm 
houses on rainy nights to hear a man 
talk who once wanted to marry a 
huge ape. 


Bradbury made me think of my 
brother. Victor didn’t hang-out in 
book stores as an adolescent, but he 
spent significant time in California 
juvenile halls. He knew nothing 
about a library’s Dewey decimal 
system, but he knew how to incite 
riots, which he did once. 
He was too sensitive to let anyone 
laugh at him and get away with it 


Surely, he delighted in King Kong’s 
fall; he was no sentimental fool. 
Victor changed profoundly the last 
time he was in jail and he never 
went 
back 
after 
that. 
After 
marrying and divorcing the same 
woman twice, he volunteered his 
draft and spent a year in Vietnam in 
the infantry. He came back and 
enrolled in a community college 
graduating with honors. 
True to his restless nature, Vic 
has yet to settle into a routine. He 
began San Francisco State twice 
and never finished a semester. He’s 
quit several good paying jobs. 
One time I see him and he’s about 
to join the Peace Corps; the next he 
wants to start art school He roams 
Berkeley attending lectures and 
plays. He reads insatiably and tells 
me about his insane dreams. The 
one about him and Albert Einstein 
working together on the moon to 
solve 
a 
complicated 
scientific 
problem slays me. 
Now he works as a waiter in 
Oakland and wants to be a political 
cartoonist. Our mother, of course, 
worries about 
what’s going to 
happen to this son. But I know 
Victor is pursuing subjects he loves 
and 1 encouraged his latest whim. 
.Just recently Victor sold a cartoon 
for $10 to a jewelry magazine. I 
related this monumental event to 
some friends. They expressed some 
feeble enthusiasm, but asked how 
old is he. 
1 said 28 and they laughed. 
It’s all right, ma. They laughed at 
Ray Bradbury, too.

Library spinoff 


One of the pleasant spinoffs from 
efforts 
of 
the 
county advisory 
committee for the general plan is 
Carol Nash’s proposal for a county 
planning library in Lompoc. 


Mrs. Nash is a 
m em ber 
of 
the 
Fourth Supervisor­ 
ial 
District Advi­ 
sory Committee for 
the Comprehensive 
Plan and also one of 
the sparkplugs of 
th e 
A m e r i c a n 
Association 
of 
University Women. 


She told members of the advisory 
committee a couple of weeks ago 
that Supervisor Francis H. Beattie 
had encouraged her to proceed with 
the library idea. 
It is still a bit embryonic, but Mrs. 
Nash thinks of the library as 
providing 
a 
body 
of 
planning 
information for public perusal. 
There would be maps on county 
planning, some books and perhaps 
some periodicals on planning. She 
says Beattie has offered the use of 
some cabinets in the conference 
room of the county’s new annex 
building for storage purposes and 
the rest is yet to be negotiated. For 
example she doesn’t know where the 
money would come from to buy any 
of the library materials. Perhaps 
the Public Works budget, perhaps 
from somewhere else. The county 
planning department has promised 
to cooperate, but apparently has no 
money to help further the cause. 


Initially at least the AAUW would 
staff the little “facility.” After that 
it would be up to county and district 
priorities whether the library idea 
would qualify for a larger role in the 
scheme of things. 


The idea germinated in the course 
of working on district planning 
matters, particularly those with 
which she is now engaged. She says 
a person must now travel to Santa 
B arbara 
for 
many 
planning 
research projects or at least spend 
the cost of a long distance telephone 
call. More than all this she feels the 
entire north county would benefit 
from a little regional specialization 
on planning materials. She agrees 
that the library idea could be a two- 
way 
street 
with 
the 
county 
administration in Santa Barbara 
benefiting also. 
Time alone will tell. In the 
meantime, Mrs. Nash is plunging 
ahead with the idea.

Spring Fabrics . . . 


Spring 74 fabrics rise and 
shine. They sparkle! 


The shine of sequins and 
metallic fibers was so im­ 
portant for fall that it’s re­ 
flected in Spring Apparel. 


But spring’s shine is done 
tw o w ays. First, there are 
the true sparklers — fabrics 
threaded through with me­ 
tallic yarns, 
knitted 
with 
shimmering fibers or topped 
with sequins. Then, there 
are 
the 
muted 
sparklers 
which get shine from the 
mixture of rayon or nylon 
with flat acrylics or poly­ 
esters. 


The diagonal stripe is the 
brightest light 
for spring 
patterns. Since the interest 
generated by the bias swirl 
skirt, designers use it heav­ 
ily. It is best when very 
narrow or of medium width, 
and looks interesting when 
it’s made up of dots and 
dashes or broken up with 
flowers.

of How to Handle 


'Miracle' Fabrics? 


Here's Helpful Guide 


When you consider “mir­ 
acle” fabrics, there is some 
good news . . . some bad. 
F irst the good new s: 
Thanks to these fabrics, we 
enjoy better-fitting, longer- 
lasting clothes. 
Now the bad: Thanks to 
these same fabrics, doing 
laundry isn’t as simple as it 
used to be. 
Just a few short years ago, 
silk, wool and cotton made 
up the laundry bundle. To­ 
day, synthetic fabrics prob­ 
ably account for the bulk of 
most laundry loads. And they 
require more specialized 
laundry care to reduce the 
amount of ironing needed 
and to rem ove stubborn 
stains and soil. 
But because there are so 
many new and different syn­ 
thetic fabrics on the market 
today, it’s often difficult to 
tell one from the other. For 
this reason, the following 
definitions of fabric terms 
should come in handy: 
Permanent Press, Durable 
Press - Fabrics chemically- 
treated to resist wrinkles bet­ 
ter. Require no pressing if 
properly machine-washed 
and tumble-dried. 
Wash and W ear-Fabrics 
ngeding little or no. ironing. 
Chemically-treated, but not 
as long-lasting as permanent 
press. Usually should be 
drip-dried. 
D rip-D ry - They dry 
smoothly without ironing. 
Must not be tumble-dried 
but removed from washer 
before final spin. Drip-dry 
on hanger. 
Single Knit 
One layer 
of fabric with interlocked 
yarns. Two-way stretch. 


Double Knit - Two inter­ 
locked layers of yarn for 
more body and resiliency 
than single knit. 
T ricot Knit — Made to 
stretch in width, with paral­ 


lel yams interlocked. Origi­ 
nally used in lingerie, now 
available in many fabrics 
and articles of clothing. 
Soil-R elease - F a b ric 
treated to help loosen dirt 
and grease during washing. 
But when it com es to 
ground-in dirt and pesky 
stains such as blood, choco­ 
late, grease, collar grime, 
mustard or grape juice, even 


the soil-release fabrics often 
need help. 


An aerosol spray-on pre- 
laundry clea n e r, such as 
Magic Pre-Wash, is specially 
designed to loosen dirt and 
stains in all washable fab­ 
rics, including permanent 
p ress, co tto n s, w oolens, 
blends, synthetics and silks. 
Magic can be used with all 
types of detergents, includ­ 
ing non-phosphate products, 
with or without bleach and 
at all wash temperatures. 


A non-phosphate, non-en­ 
zyme cleaner, it does away 
with lengthy presoaking. 
Stains simply are sprayed 
until saturated, then left for 
a m inute or two prior to 
laundering as usual. Selec­ 
tive spraying also means 
greater economy over the 
presoak products.

1 baked pie shell, 9-inch 
7 egg yolks 
2 egg w’hites 
1 lemon 


1)2 oz. gelatine 


5 )2 oz. sugar 
4 oz. 101-proof Bourbon 
2 cups whipped cream 
2 oz. toasted sliced 
almonds 


Beat egg yolks adding 5 
oz. sugar gradually. Finely 
grate rind of lemon, then 
sipieeze pulp 
and 
strain. 
Add rind and juice to egg 
yolks. Melt gelatine in 2 oz. 
boiling water and add to 
mixture, also pour in bour­ 
bon and mix all thoroughly. 
Beat egg white vigorously 
in separate bowl, slowly ad­ 
ding remaining ’2 oz. sugar, 
until peaks form. Ciently fold 
(‘gg whites into egg yolk 
mixture, tlien fold in 1 cup 


of the whipped cream. Pour 
into cold pie shell. Chill un­ 
til firm, garnish smoothly 
with remaining cup of whip 
cream and ridge cream shal­ 
lowly with fork tines for 
looks.

monds. Serves 8.

Thrifty Fashion-Greenery, 


Fresh Double-Duty Plants 


A splash of color border­ 
ing your garden path . . . 
bright patio planting . . . a 
touch of rainbow on your 
window sill . . . graceful 
hanging baskets, overflow­ 
ing with lovely blossoms — 
all this can be yours with 
begonias. 


This year, thanks to ad­ 
vanced research, certain var­ 
ieties of begonias are richer 
and truer 
in color, with 
larger, better-formed flowers 
than ever before. .And they’re 
as easy to culture for the 
new gardener as for the vet­ 
eran green 
thumbs. Start 
your garden rainbow in ear­ 
ly spring with healthy small 
tubers. These tubers are ac­ 
tually the thick part of the 
underground stems of last 
season’s begonias. 


The soil you plant them in 
is important. Fill a shallow 
box with a mixture of peat 


moss or leaf mold and sand, 
not too firmly pac k('d. Place 
the begonia tubers in the 
box, hollow side up. Be stire 
to leave plenty of room for 
root growth — about an inch 
and a half between each 
tub(*r. Then cover with an 
inch of soil, and put the box 
in a warm — 60^ F. or more 
— bright spot with the soil 
just barely moist. 


Don’t bt* alarmed if growth 
.seems 
leisurely. 
Begonias 
are slow starters, then sud­ 
denly they burst forth. The 
warmer 
the 
temperature, 
the ({uicker the flowers de­ 
velop. 


.At first, you’ll see some 
green leaves peeping out of 
the soil, Wlien they are 
about 
four 
inches 
high, 
transplant 
them 
to 
their 
summer long home. 
W’hen transplanting into 
hoxes or pots, cover the 


drainag(‘ holes with pieces 
of broken pottery. Then fill 
with 
rich, 
sterilized 
soil 
about two-thirds full, add­ 
ing fertilizer as you fill. 
Set the begonia seedlings in 
firmly, about (‘ight inches 
apart, and cover the roots 
lightly with an inch more of 
the soil.
